Financial Embarrassments at Washington. 

The greatest embarrassment at 'Washing- 
ton, says the Columbus (O.i Crisis, must be 
tho Treasury Department. This does not af- 
fect that division or tho Government only, 
but carries with it the efficiency and success of 
all the rest. If that fails, the rest must fail. 
Where the means will come from to keep it 
in motion a month longer, looks to us, from 
this distance, the great desideratum. From 
all parts of the country wo hoar of claims 
being over due. Congress sits paralyzed and 
can think of nothing but taxes; but how these 
are to be paid, and what the funds they may 
be paid in may bo worth, by the time they 
are collected, is not so very clear to us. But 
if taxes are relied upon, it will be a good 
while yet before they can be made available. 

If these taxes are only intended to pay in- 
terest, they will bo paid in Treasury Notes, 
previously issued for Government dues, and 
must be paid by the Government to the bond- 
holders. This is inevitable, as Government 
will have nothing else to pay, and an attempt 
to convert them into gold, at tho expense of 
the Government, would explode tho whole 
affair. This the Banks of New York see, 
yet they are pressing tho measure as prefer- 
able to them, to taking these notes in payment 
of interest. 

This we foresaw at once, and predicted a 
universal suspension of all specie payments, 
as Mr. Chase is bound to pay something in 
liquidation of debts against his department. 
Two months are now nearly passed since the 
development of this financial difficulty, and 
yet no one has been ablo to solve the prob- 
lem. 

Mr. Chase's "loth of January" has passed, 
and yet no light has been thrown upon the 
subject, while groundwork deepens in color. 
Foreign exchange at 1 rial 14 in New York, 
and Treasury notes 4 and o per cent, discount 
for gold, does not show a healthy confidence, 
by any means. 

Since the 1st of January (this month) tho 
shipments of specie to Europe have averaged 
three millions a week. On the 20th inst., the 
gross amount shipped was over $0,000,000, and 
the past week will bring it upto $12,000,000, 
in all probability. This is ominous of the fu- 
ture, and is so looked upon. We do not con- 
template tho prospect before us with any 
pleasure, yet the truth might as well bc told, 
as to know it, may be to case its approaches. 
The "suckers" who fastened themselves on 
the Treasury, from the call of the first Kegi-

It is not the willingness of the people to 
pay taxes — one, two,or three hundred millions, 
but their ability. Hut even worse than their 
ability to pay, is the prospect, that what they 
pay with will not meet tho wants of the Gov- 
ernment in substance. 

It is well known that tho States which, some 
years ago, issued Treasury SotU, and made 
them payable for taxes, resulted in State 
Bankruptcy, we believe in every instance ; 
not because the people did not pay their taxes, 
but because they paid them in funds (Treasury 
Notes) that could not be converted into means 
to meet the State's interest. Ohio issued no 
Treasury Notes, though defeated by a hard 
contest, and Ohio contrived to pay her interest 
and stood high in the market. 

Tho question now is, can the National 
Treasury escape the Mine fate, by a similar 
process ? If she cannot, all the tax bills that 
Congress may pass during the war, cannot 
save the impending trouble, financially. Tho 
differenco would bo very little, if Treasury 
notes are to be used, whether Mr. Chase collects 
them off the people by way of taxation, to 
pay interest, or whether he would pay the 
interest by new issues, fresh from the paper 
mint, and not annoy the people with taxes ut 
all. 

In fact, the immense saving, in the absence 
of tax collectors, would show tho actual econ- 
omy to be on the sido of paying interest in 
fresh issues directly from the Treasury. We 
are satisfied tho patriotic people would prefer 
this, and we are as well satisfied that the ag-

Washington, Jan. 28, 1862. 

Tho following details in relation to tho 
Burnside expedition are furnished by Mr.

On Monday, the 13th of January, the lead- 
ing vessels of the fleet anchored ru Hatteras 
Inlet, but a gaTe from the northeast prevented 
the others from entering.

ger^. In noticing yesterday tho disposition 
of i ranco to intervene against us, we said 
tho French Government had, six or seven | 
months ago, proposed to Great Britain the I 
recognition of the independence of the Con- i 
federate States, and that the London journals 
are now unanimous and positive in declaring 
that France is resolved to bring the blockade 
question to nn issue if she has to do so on her | 
own responsibility. In relation to the first- 
mentioned point we quote the following state- 
ment from tho London l'rfss : 

" In order to show how groundless were ! 
the suspicions of the Cabinet at Washington • 
that the British Government was desirous of 
intervening in favor of the Seceding States, 
tho Premier made known to Mr. Adams that 
so early as Juno, tho French Government 
proposed to our Government to recognize the 
independence of the Confederate States, (a 
proposal which was made through M. Fould,) 
and that, both then and since, our Govern- 
ment had refused to take any such course— 
although the industrial interests of this coun- 
try, as of France, were entirely in favor of 
such « measure, and tho very origin of tho 
United States would have debarred the Cabi- 
net of Washington from taking exception to 
such a policy on the part of England. " 

The matter stated here is and has been for 
several months an accepted fact in all well- 
informed circles. It transpired almost im- 
mediately after its occurrence. It has never 
been contradicted. 

On the other point we quote from the Lon- 
don Examiner as follows: 

" Behind the Trent affair looms black and 
large, the blockade question, which France is 
resolved to brng to an issue. We may be 
obliged by truth to agree with her as to tho 
principle and facts, precisely as she agreed 
With us in the Trentaffair; but as we proposed 
to act without her co-operation in that in- 
stance, so as to the blockade, wo may leave [ 
her to act without ours. For it would have a I 
bad look if we were to raise one cause of con- 
tention immediately after another was (lis- 1 
posed of, and especially M Our conduct might | 
be suspected of being influenced by commer- i 
cial interests. France can well go alone in I 
this matter, and we have heard it well sug- 
gested that with a very good grace she might 
suggest to the American Government that a 
truce with the South for a year or so might 
dispose of the difficulty about tho blockade, 
and give tho two parties time to cool, and to 
consider what is for their real and permanent 
interests, without any prejudice to their res- 
pective claims or detriment to their powers, 
If it should be their linal determination to re- 
sumo hostilities. " 

And the remarks of the re«t of thoXondon 
jnurnals on this point are of the like tenor. 
That is to say, they all concur in representing 
Franco as bent on terminating tho blockade. 
" In connection with this notice of a French 
intention to break up our blockade. " says the 
New York Tribune, commenting on thestale- 
ment of tho Examiner, " it is well to remem- 
ber that several of tho so-called semi-official 
journals of Paris have lately announced that 
the Southern Confederacy was ready to treat 
with the European powers on tho basis of the 
gradual abolition of slavery. Let us not cheat 
ourselves with pleasant delusions. If the re- 
bellion is not promptly crushed, wo shall see 
it sustained by European intervention. " 
There is in our judgment but too much truth 
in the Tribune's conclusion. Certainly the 
longer the war is prolonged the greater be- 
comes the probability of intervention against 
us. 

So far at least tho Tribune is right; but 
this probability, existing now, and gaining 
strength with every passing day that leaves 
tho rebellion still unsubdued, would be turn- 
ed into downright certainty by tho adoption 
of the measures the Tribune is pressing with 
all its energy and influence. These meas- 
ures, as we showed yesterday, would not mere- 
ly tend to prolong tho war, but goad the 
rebels into tho embrace of foreign powers, 
whilst dividing and demoralizing ourselves. 
In short, these measures, wholesale confisca- I 
tion and emancipation, would, if adopted and I 
carried out, at once seal tho doom of tho re- 
public. 

We, therefore, draw from the conclusion I 
we accept in common with the Tribune a | 
practical lesson directly contrary to the Tri- i 
mine's. Tho Tribune contends, that, inas- 1 
much as tho longer the suppression of tho re- j 
hellions is drawn out, the great becomes the ! 
danger of foreign intervention, wo should 
cry " Freedom ! " and let slip the dogs of I 
abolition, which would promote foreign in- 
tervention directly, by stimulating the rebels 
to seek it at any cost, and indirectly, by tend- j 
ing to convert the war into an internecine 
strife that without foreign intervention might 
endure as long as the Poloponnessian war 
itself. Wo see in the danger of foreign in- 
tervention no such blind and destructive les- 
sion as this. On the contrary, we sco in this 
acknowledged danger a reason why we should 
bo moro than ever scrupulous to raise no cry 
but " Union ! " and let slip only the dogs of 
the Constitution, so, in tho first place, that 
the rebellion may be put down quickly, and 
before tho intervention of foreign powers, 
and, in the second place, that, if foreign in- 
tervention should take place notwithstanding, 
wo, by the prudence and singleheartedne-s of 
our conduct, might be able to meet it with a 
strength augmented instead of lessened, and 
with a spirit not distracted and downcast, but 
clear and unblenching. 

We place our lesson by tho side of the 
Tribune's, and call on the authorities and tho 
peoplo to ponder the two and choose between 
them. They should be pondered well, for on 
tho choice depends our existence as a nation. 



A Question! 

Wo have an important inquiry to propound 
to our legislators, and to the Union men of 
tho border State, as well as the public in gen- 
eral ! Many of them are aware that not only 
with Hayti, but with the negro tribes and races 
upon the coast of the African Peninsula, wo 
have some valuable commerce; that a greater 
or less effort might extend our commercial re- 
lations into tho interior of negro-dom, 
whence caravans of Arabian or Moslem tra- 
ders now realize considerable wealth. This 
fleld of missionary enterprise has been hith- 
erto neglected. We therefore respectfully in- 
quire, Who is in favor of establishing com- 
mercial relations with tho Call'res? Who is 
opposed to the appointment of a minister 
Plenipotentiary to the Court of his Sable 
majesty of Dahomey? Who does not dosire 
to have a representative of these United 
States in Xubia or Guinea? Aro thero not 
numerous aspirants for official station, suffi- 
ciently patriotic and sufficiently in need of 
salary and outfit to furnish a long list of min- 
isters resident at tho court of every sable po- 
tentate, and of every flat-nosed thick-lipped 
tribe, which peddles ivory, or gathers spices 
or raises coffee or other valuable products of 
the tropical regions of sunny Africa ? 

We propose, therefore, that every Union 
man North and South, and especially every 
one of that desperately evil race known as 
border State Unionists — who dares to oppose 
tho establishment of any or all of these mis- 
sions — "bo promptly sent to Fort Warren," 
— and that any indignant respectable white 
man, who, finding no pleasure in mixed par- 
lies of blacks and whites, ventures to decline 
tho proffered honor of thus serving his coun- 
try in tropical Africa, be not merely impris- 
oned — but squelched and utterlv extinguish- 
ed ! 

Let tho people stand from under when the 
subject of foreign missions to the glorious 
lands of negro civilization is under consider- 
ation ! Let them stand from under and "ska- 
daddle !"

[From the Crisis. 1 
The Monroe Doctrine. 

Sir: I herein send T/ie Crisis a copy of the 
bold, far-famed, and magnanimous declaration 
of James Monroe, in his annual message to 
Congress, of December 1S'J3, in view of 
any future interference by the European pow- 
ers, with the rights, liberties, or independence 
of any of the different States, of whatever 
name, of this hemisphere. The doctrine is 
broad; comprehensive, and was intended to 
apply to all coining time, and without excep- 
tion to any nation or settlement on this conti- 
nent, except as is therein excepted. Those of 
your readers who have never seen this cele- 
brated paper, will here find it set forth at 
length, as worthy of Monroo, rnSt less than of 
the Great Republic whose sentiments he was 
so openly and so fearlessly reflecting to the 
world : 

"In the wars of the European Powers, in 
matters relating to themselves, we have never 
taken any part, nor does it comport with our 
policy to do so. It is only when our rights 
are invaded or seriously menaced, that we 
resent injuries or make preparation for a de- 
fense. With the movements in this hemis- 
phere we are of necessity more immediately 
connected, and by causes which must be ob- J 
vious to all enlightened and impartial obser- 
vers. The political system of the Allied Pow- 
ers is essentially different in this respect from 
that of America. The difference proceeds 
from that which exists in their respective' 
governments. And to the defense of our own, 
which has been achieved by the loss of so 
much blool and treasure, and matured by 
the wisdom, of their most enlightened citi- [ 
/.ens. and under which wo have enjoyed un- 
exampled felicity, this whole nation is dovo- ( 
ted. We owe it, therefore, to candor, and to 
th| amicable relations existing between the 
United States and these powers, to declare, 
that we should consider anv attempt on their 
part to extend their ayetem to any portion of 
this hemisphere as dangerous to our peace 
and safety. With the existing colonies or de- 
pendencies of any European Power wo have 
not interfered, and shall not interfere. But 
with the Governments who have declared 
their independence, and maintained it, and 
whose independence we have, in great con- 
sideration and on just principle, acknowl- 
edged, we could not view any interposition 
for the purpose of oppressing them, or con- 
trolling in any manner their destiny by any 
European Power, in any other light than as 
the manifestation of nn unfriendly disposi- 
tion toward the United States. In the wnr 
betwen those New Governments and Spain, 
we declared our neutrality at the time of 
their recognition, and tothis we have adhered, 
and shall continuo to adhere, provided no 
change shall occur which, in the judgment of 
the competent authorities of this Government, 
shall make a corresponding chango on the 
part of the United States, indispensable to 
their security. »»»•»» 

Our policy in regard to Europe, which was 
adopted at an early stage of the wars which 
have so long agitated that quarter of the 
globe, nevertheless, remains the same, which 
is, not to interfere in the internal concerns of 
any of its powers; to consider the Govern- 
ment de facto, as the legitimate government 
for us; to cultivate friendly relations with it. 
and preserve those relations by a frank, firm, 
and manly policy; meeting, in all instances, 
the just claims of every power, submitting to 
injuries from none. But in regard to these 
continents, circumstances are eminently and 
conspicuously different. It is impossible that 
tho Allied Powers should extend their polit- 
ical system to any portion of either continent 
(meaning North or South America) without 
endangering our peace and happiness. Nor 
can any one believe that our Southern breth- 
ren (South American States) if left to them- 
selves, would adopt it of their own accord. 
It is equally impossible, therefore, that we 
should behold such interposition, in any form, 
with indifference."

Reminiscences of Political History. 

So long ago as twenty years there were ap- 
prehensions of the dissolution of the Union, 
but these apprehensions did not arise from any 
indications in the South ; on the contrary, they 
arose from indications in the. North. Shortly 
prior to tho annexation of Texas the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts declared, by concurrent 
resolution, that such annexation would be a j 
violation of the contract of the Union, and I 
would justify dissolution; and the Legisla- 
ture of Vermont did something of similar im- 
port; and Ht about the same time the follow- 
ing named members of Congress from the 
North issued an address "to the people of the 
free States," in which they used language 
which we will presently quote: John (jiiincy 
Adams, Seth M. Gates". Win. Slade, Win. B. 
Calhoun, Joshua R. Giddings, Sherlock J. 
Andrews, Nathaniel B. Borden, Thee. C. Crit- 
tenden, John Mattocks. Christopher Morgan. 
J< shua M. Howard. Victory Birdaeye, and 
Hiland Hall. In their address they use this 
language : 

"We hesitate not to say that the annexa- 
tion of Texas, effected by any act or proceed- 
ing of lY\e. Federal Government or any of its 
departments, would he identical with dissolu- 
tion. It would be a violation of our national

ionud. The largest of them is Newborn, sit- 
uated on the Nc.ise river, some forty miles 
from the. southern extremity of Pamlico Sound. 
It has a population of only some four thou- 
sand. So that it may he presumed that there 
is no great deal of damage to be done if some 
of these towns arc taken. They are Newborn, 
Washington, Edenton, Elizabeth City. Mur- 
froesborough, nnd Winston, principally en- 
gaged in the turpentine and lumber trade. 

There could hardly lie any design simply 
against these towns, us the enemy could gain 
little by seizing them. If we look to the in- 
terior, wo find no salient point nearer than 
Weldon, or some other locality as far from 
the Sound, on the Wilmington and Weldon 
railroad. By seizing the railroad, our com- 
munication with the South that way may bo 
interrupted. But tho march to that road, 
some sixty or seventy miles, is one of difficul- 
ty, incurring the danger of being cut off and 
not, therefore, to bo undertaken lightly, or 
without some great end in view, which we can 
hardly see possible. 

If. then, there is no important fiold of op- 
erations in the Sounds themselves or in the 
westward interior, wo cannot see what the 
great Burnside expedition can be after, unless 
it be to threaten Norfolk in the rear. That is 
a move on the chess-board that may present 
pleasing expectations to our Northern neigh- 
bors; but the execution of it is a very differ- 
ent matter from tho planning. It will be 
found that it is easier to take Norfolk in tho 
rear on paper than by the Dismal Swamp, or 
at this season some other dismal routes of| 
swamp, marsh, mud, and forest, lit only for 
the marches of Amphibia. By tho canal, of 
course, they cannot come to Norfolk. Any 
other line of march, if not obstructed by natu- 
ral difficulties at this season, is easily defensi- 
ble. But. once more, we suppose Burnside 
will soon let us know what he means to do.

The Lane and Hunter Difficulty. 
Tho President and Secretary Stanton say 
they do not know how the Lane and Hunter 
matter stands now. Lane was appointed in 
expectation that he and Hunter, with whom 
lie had said he was friendly, would arrange 
the matter amicably, which tho President ex- 
pected would be done by Hunter s retaining 
ehargo of his department, and Lane being 
detuiled to the expedition. The President 
now expresses the hope that this will be the 
result, if consistant with the public interest 
and with Hunter's approval. Hunter was 
telegraphed that he could not have the three 
millions for which ho asked, to purchase fif- 
teen thousand animals and complete his pre- 
parations. 

The Burnside Expedition. 
Trivate letters from Hattcras add the steam- 
ship Sewanee to the other vessels lost. She 
arived on theluth and parted hor chain cables 
the Same day. At night she was run on a shoal 
tosave her. In the morning she was hard and 
fast, ami logged about with sand, so that she 
Could not be reached, and became a total loss. 
The writer thinks enough transports lo take one 
brigade to the landing place, which can return 
for others, may be got over the inner bur. 
Gen. Hunter's Policy the Same as That of 
Lane. 

If Gen. Hunter takes command of tbe ex- 
pedition from Fort Leavenworth southward, 
the campaign will be conducted on the same 
principles regarding slavery, as if Lane com- 
manded. x 
Blair's Confiscation Bill. 

Frank Blair's Confiscation and Coloniza- 
tion bill will be brought before the House on 
Tuesday. 

The Secretary of State on Friday directed 
the release of all persons taken from on board 
of insurgent armed vessels. It is true that 
the rebel authorities refused to exchange Col. 
Coroaran lor the pirate Smith, on the ground 
of difference of rank. 

It is reportnd that Government has deter- 
mined to place rebel privateers now in New 
York and Philadelphia, on a footing of pris- 
oners of war. An order has been issued re- 
moving them to military prison, with a view 
to exchange for citizens of the United States 
imprisoned in the South. 

This will probably result in tbe exchange of 
Colonels Corcoran, Lee, Cogswell, Woodruff, 
Wilcox, Hedges, nnd other prisoners, now 
held as hostages. It is generally believed 
that nn exchange of all prisoners will speedily 
follow.

Tho plenipotentiaries of the South 
will be allowed to plead for tho recognition 
of tho South. The Presso says the French 
Government will not receive Mason nnd Sli- 
dcll, nor any other Southern commissioners. 
The Pays says that the Government of Equa- 
dor has requested the mediation of England 
in Peru, and that England has accepted the 
office of mediator. The Indepedence Helge 
says that France will assume the initiative in 
making diplomatic remonstrance against the 
blockade of the ports of the South, and that 
England will only affurd Fiance nominal 
support. The Moniteur says the number of 
partisans in England for recognition of the 
Southern Confederacy increases, and that 
there is no doubt that many will advocate this 
measure in the approaching session of Par- 
liament.

Fortress Monroe. Jan. 30. 

In oxpcclation of the success of (ion. Burn- 
side's expedition in opening at least two Con- 
gressional districts (Marshall, Nash, and Tay- 
lor,) the provisional government has issued a 
proclamation ordering an election on the 22d 
day of February to ratify or reject the ordi- 
nances of the Convention of tho 18th of No- 
vember, and also for theelection of represen- 
tatives to Congress. 

The following is from to-dny's and yester- 
day's Southern papers : 

Sarannah, Jan. 29. — Tbe city is compara- 
tively quiet. No immediate attack is appre- 
hended. The object of the Yankees seems to 
be to cut off communication with Fort Pulaski. 
There were six Federal gunboats at Wall's 
Cut, and 6cven at the head of Wilmington 
Island, commanding the channel of the river. 
Yesterday Commodore Tutnall was convey- 
ing tWo steamers and a flat-boat toward Fort 
Pulaski with provisions, when the enemy 
opene 1 fire upon them, and a hattlo ensucu, 
lasting forty minutes. The provision boats 
and the steamer Sampson are now retiring. 
The Federals tired upon the latter and. she 
was slightly damaged. Fort Pulaski is now 
fully provisioned for six months. A letter 
from nn officer at the Fort says that the ene- 
my cannot tako it by any attack they may I 
make. The Yankees are engaged in remov- 
ing tbe obstructions in the channel. There 
are other defenses yet to pass. The people of 
Savannah are firm and confident of their abil- 
ity to defend the city.
